W e are in receipt o f a list o f the 
members of the Manufacturers' and 


Producers' Association of California, 
which includes almost every industry 


in San Francisco. 
With this list there 


is an appeal from the Association for 


the G A Z E T T E to call upon its subscribers

all means encourage home 
manufac­ 
turers and h o m e industry. 
T h i s a p ­ 
peals to our nature in every sense as 


we are natives of California, and at

thought self c a m e to the surface. 
In 


Order to carry out the ideas o f those 
home manufacturers 
and the associa­ 
tion we find that we have got to d o it 


at our own expense and as we have 


not a large bank account we find that 


we cannot d o it, and that even if we 


had we would soon be out o f business 


All o f our manufactories and the 
dealers in California made goods are 
doing business upon a different 
basis 
than those in the East. 
There the 


manufacturers and the dealers 
adver 
tise their goods, not only at home but 


in «very State in the Union, and if it 
were not for their advertising 
many 
papers that are now plodding along do­ 


ing more good for the community 
which they are published, than 
they 


are for their publishers, would not now 


be alive. 


In California, the manufacturer nor 


the dealer do not advertise nor con­ 


tribute one cent to the newspaper man 


yet they form an association and then 


ask the newspapers o f California to 
stand in and advocate the sale of their 
goods and to denounce the 
purchase 


of eastern goods, thus shutting off one 


of the paper's chief sources of revenue. 


In looking over the list o f members, 


we find that it is composed of all the 


largest and wealthiest business firms in

State, men representing

tising themselves in the papers o f the 


State, such advertising to be distribut­

newspapers take 
hold o f the matter

be begun.

It has taken over a month to 


procure a jury and without doubt will 


take at least six weeks to hear the evi­ 


dence a n d conclude the case. 


T h e jury that has been 
selected 


one o f the most intelligent-looking that 


has 
ever sat in a murder trial in San 


Francisco, and it is believed that the 


members o f this jury will give Durrant 


as fair and impartial trial as it is possi 


ble for twelve men to give. 


T h e evidence now against 
Durrant 


is most 
damaging, and it will require 


all the ingenuity in the wdrld on behalf 


of Durrant's attorneys to set it aside. 


Everything at present 
points to the 


prisoner's 
guilt, and unless he has 


preponderous amount o f evidence to 


prove his innocence, he will be surely 


convicted. 


It would also be well for his attor 


neys to g o right 
along with the trial 


and not try to insert too many techni 


calities into it, as the people are getting 


restless in regard to murderers, as is 


evidenced by the hanging of four of 


hem by lynch law in Yreka, on Sun 


day evening last.

better than other criminals, 
being al­ 


lowed greater 
favors, such as 
better 


than prison fare meals, books, 
flowers, 


and separate 
cells. 
T h e masses o f 


the people d o not like this and have 


been chaffing over it for a long time. 


In the case of Durrant 
in San Fran 


cisco, why should he be allowed carpet 


in his cell, cooking utensils so that he 


can gratify his appetite, flowers and last 


but not least, paints and colors with 


which to frescoe his cell ? 


Perhaps if things were not made so 


comfortable and pleasant for him, he 


would feel the terrors of his position 


more and confess that lie has commit­ 


ted the crime 
with which he stands 


charged instead o f his case causing the 


taxpayers o f San 
Francisco to put out 


more than $100,000 as costs o f the 


trial.
